The platform of the Iowa State Grange, as re-

A full account will be found elsewhere of the 
consecration at Christ Church of the Rt. Rev. 
Charles Edward Cheney, now Associate Bishop 
of the Reformed Episcopal Church. The cere- 
mony, which differs in some essentials from that 
of the regular Episcopal Church, was performed 
by Bishop Cummins, and the church was not 
large enough to hold all the people who desired 
to assist at it. The matter suggests the likeli- 
hood of another case of church separation, indi- 
cated in the dispatches from Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Tae Church of the Pilgrims (Dr. Storrs) aud the 
Clinton Avenue Congregational Church (Dr. 
Baddington) have ‘condemned the Plymouth 
Church resolutions, introduced by Mr. Beecher, 
declaring immunity for his church from all other 
church discipline save what his own congiega- 
tion wish to enforce. It looks as though Mr. 
Beecher will be forced to formally declare his 
separation from the Congregational Church. 
As a matter of fact, he, if not his congregation, 
has long held an independent position. 

The death of Judge Samr~* Nelson, until ro- 
cently av Associate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, though sudden, was not unex- 
pected. He was born in New York State in 1792, 
and was, therefore, over 80 years of age at the 
time of his death. He was appointed to the Su- 
preme Bench by President Tyler, m 1845, and 
served nearly twenty-seven years, and has thus 
joined in many of the most important and fa- 
mous decisions made by that tribunal. His 
whole life was one of rigid application. He was 
graduated at Middlebury College, Vermont, 
when 19 years old, commenced the study of law 
immediately, and afterwards devoted himself to 
his profession in Courtland County, New York. 
His first appearance in public life was as 
a Presidential Elector in 1820, and, the 
same year, he was appointed Postmas- 
ter of Courtland Village. He was first 
chosen to the Bench in 1823, and, from that time 
to the day of his retirement, he ocoupied a 
judicial position. He was eight years Judge of 
the Cireuit Court, six years Judge of the Supreme 
Court of his State, eight years Chief-Justice ot 
the same Court, and, while occupying that posi- 
tion in 1837, was appointed to the United States 
Supreme Bench. He was retired at his own re- 
quest about a year ago, under the law suthor- 
izing retirement after a certain term of service, 
and his place was filled by the appointment of 
Judge Ward Hunt.

The disolosure published elsewhere regardiug 
the defalcation of the City Treasurer, Mr. David 
A. Gage, amply justifies all the charges brough: 
against him by his opponents in the recent city 
election.

THE PROPOSED INCREASE OF TAXATION. 
The President and Secretary of the Treasury 
on the one hand, and the House Committee of 
Ways and Means ou the other, seem to have got 
uto a snarl upon the policy of increasing taxation 
o meet the expenditures of the Government. 
The Committee of Ways and Means are of the 
opinion—whieh is shared by the coantry at 
large—that the falling off in receipts of revenue 
should be met by a reduction of public expend- 
itures rather than by increased taxation. The 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury, it is 
said, desire to adopt the opposite policy—that is, 
to meet the deficit by increasing taxation. Their 
schedule of relief embraces the restoration of 
the duties on tea and coffee, which would yield

are 6819, 191. 000. In the list of items calling for 
this expenditure there are but three, viz.: pen- 
sions, $30,480,000; interest on the public debt, 
$98,000,000, and interest on the Pacific Railway 
bonds, amounting to 63.878, 000, which cannot 
be changed.

Leaving this out, there is only $21,000,000 to be 
shaved off the general appropriations. If the 
Committee on Appropriations will take the same 
view as the Committee of Ways and Means, and 
eut their cloch to suit the condition of the 
finances, there will be no difficulty in mee.- 
ing the deficit in revenue by ‘redud- 
ing the estimated expenditure that 
amount. Just at the present, when people 
are struggling with their own affairs, is no time 
to increase taxation in order to meet the extrav- 
agaut ideas of Government officials. There 
must be a limit to such flnaucial riot, and it is as 
good a time now as it ever will be to put a stop 
toit. If the money is not raised, it will not be 
spent. If the taxation is increased, the money 
wili be spent aud, worse taau that, wasted. To 
tax the people fifty millions more, is ouly tanta- 
mount to tarowing away fifty millions. The 
people will stand by the Ways aod Means Com- 
mittee, therefore, iu the position they have 
taken (if they adhere to it). If the Administra- 
tion cannot economize twenty-one millions out 
of the one hundred and fif.y-seven millions of 
estimated expenditure, deducting the sinking 
fund, then it 1s time they stepped aside and 
made room for those who can.

FERNANDO WOOD'S PARTY. 

The support of Fernando Wood by the majori- 
ty of the Democrats in Congress as their caudi- 
date for Speaker, has done more to destroy the 
faith of those who still clung to the Democratic 
party than any other event that has happeued 
during all the years of party decay. Had Fer- 
nando Wood been the Democratic candidate un- 
der ordinary circumstances, it would have been 
bad enough. He is intimately associated in the 
minds of the people with the most evil doings of 
the old Tammany Democracy. Whether as 
Mayor of New York City, or representative in 
Congress of the Tammany Ring, he has 
always had a bad eminence. But, in 
addition to all this, Fernando Wood was made 
the caucus candidate because he was the chief 
salary-grabber among the Democrats. A reso- 
lution introduced into the caucus condemniug 
the salary-grab was voted down, and Mr. Wood 
was thereupon chosen as the Democratic leader 
in the House. It was an act of party suicide. It 
was a daring defiance of those who have re- 
mained by the party to the very last. It added 
insult to injury. It will never be forgiven. 

The indignation of the people tinds expression 
on all sides. The most confiding, faithful, and 
bard-headed Democrats have now abandoned 
taeir traditions and surrendered their hopes. 
We find evidence of this not only in individual 
denunciation of the action, but in the 
repudiation of the party by Western jour- 
mals that have heretofore been uncom- 
promisingly Democratic in their politics. The 
Havana (IIl.) Democratic Clarion reminds its 
readers of its long and constant attachment to 
the party, and recounts its fidelity during all the 
suspicions, and trials, and defeats of the past 
twelve years. But it can hold out no longer. 
The support of Fernando Wood as the Demo- 
cratic leader of the House Las at last opened 
ite eyes to the truth. It recognizes now that 
the Democratic party, according to its power 
and opportunity, is as guilty as the Repuplican 
party, and it calls upon all friends of reform ‘‘to 
organize under a new name, that the tide of cor- 
ruption may be stayed, and the country restored 
to political purity and hooesty ia official sta- 
tions.” The Uttumwa (Iowa) Democrat, which 
has heretofore been loyal to the old party, 
says that honest men cap no longer sustain 
the organization, and adds: There will 
be anew party formed which will have for its 
platform all the better planks in the Democratic 
creed. The Fort Dodge (Iowa) Tunes, com- 
menting on the action, charges plainly that the 
Democrats sold their birthricht for a mess of 
pottage from the majority party in Congi ess, 
and betrayed the rank and file of their party.”

Shreveport (La.) District one who, at best, was rah wich the reyiired qusatity of water; but 


only elected to to take the chances of a deceased 
claimant. Thovgh not elected until Nov. 24 of 
this year, this seated Represeutativedraws baok- 
pay from March last. Suppose the House shail 
hereafter on its oath declaro, even as tardilyas 
in the Florida case, that this Shreveport maa 
had no rights at all; that Davidson (living), not 
Peters (dead), was elected in 1872. The effect 
of the grab-law is that the man unseated and de- 
clared never entitled to his seat has had pay not 
only for what time he actually sat in the House, 
but also the unearned back-pay (85.

deal of back-pay ($1,165,000) attached to the act 
in its first applica ion to the Forty-second Con- 
gress, and some little of it has been refunded. 
It should not be forgotten that the back-pay in 
the act, as applied to the Forty-third Congress, 
is 62,116,000, and that hardly a dollar of it has 
been refunded. The back - pay of the Forty-sec- 
ond Congress was for services already paid for. 
The back-pay of the Forty-third Congress is for 
services never rendered. 

The people have made a test of this question, 
and they will not be less inclined to enforce it 
because Congress seeks evasion by subterfuge. 
They will both pursue aod enforce it, even to 
the bitter end. From being a test merely it will 
become an issue, and, unlike some other politi- 
cal issues, this is one that the simplest can un- 
derstand, that even he who runs may read.

** DEATH IN THE POT.” 

A few weeks ago, the American Grocer call- 
ed attention to the fact that certain parties are 
selling what purports to be sugar sirup, but is 
really an artificial product, obtained by the 
chemical action of sulpharic acid (oil of vitriol) 
upon some of several substances which consist 
principally of the essential material of wood 
fibre. There are reasons for believing that the 
manufacture and sale aod consumption of this 
vile substitute for the genuine article is much 
more general than would be believed by any one 
who had not personally investigated the matter. It 
is probable that nearly 50 per cent of the 
material, which, under the allucing names of 
golden sirup, silver drips, &c., enters largely into 
consumption at the breakfast-table, especially 
in winter, is an artificial product of the chemist’s 
skill, aud contains rank poison. The writer has 
recently tested some samples of “very fine” 
sirup, served out to families, and found them 
to contain the oil of vitriol in daagerous quan- 
tity. 

The substance thus operated upon is called Lig- 
nine by the chemusts. It is the basis of the fibre 
of wood, and exists almost pure in undressed 
cotton and linen. Hence old rags, and other 
equally objectionable refuse substances, form 
the material out of which this bogus sirup is 
made. Revolting as are the associatiovs called 
up by this fact, a very mach more serious objec- 
tion is found in the sulphuric acid, which still 
lurks in the sirup, and manifests its presence 
there when subjected to suitable chemical test. 
When it is known that this acid is an active cor- 
rosive poison to the human organism, 
one may well shudder at the idea 
of being murdered by inches at the 
table; with poisoned sweets, It is enough to 
make one regard the sirap-cap with horror like 
that exhibited by the sons of the prophets, when 
they exclaimed to Elisha, ‘‘Oa! thou man of 
God: there is death in the pot!” | 


possibly to many other kinds of vege:able fibre, 
from which they may develop the sirup by the 
ald of powerful acids. These changes are 
effected in the natural growth of the vogeta- 
ble; but there the acids are all eliminated in 


The character of these changes forms a very 
interesting group of facts in organic chem- 
istry, aod they are so simple as tw 
be easily presented to the ordinary mind. 
though not understood by the most profound 
philosopher. It has been proved by chemical 
analysis, many times repeated, and by many 
different investigators, that the essential sub- 
stance of wood fibre (Lignine), starch, and the 
different kinds of sugar, differ in their composi- 
tion only as they conta more or less of oxygen 
and hydrogen, in the proportion in which those 
gases unite to form water. Thus, a pound of 
Liguine is composed of 8 ounces of carbon and 
8 ounces of water. Adding 2 ounces of water, 
we have the constiluenis of 18 ounces of starch. 
Another ounce of water gives 19 ounces of 
cape sugat, OF sugat-gum; which differ 
only in the arrangement of their component 
molecules. Add one more ounce of water, and 
we have 20 ounces of milk-suger; still an- 
other ounce gives ergot-eugar. One more ounce 
of water gives us 22 ounces of grape-sugar, 
whieh, therefore, consists of half 6 pound of 
carbon and seveo-sighths of a pound of water; 
or the proportion of 12 atoms of carbon, 14

Under this 
treatment the starch first changes into dextrinc, 
and afterwards into grape-sugar ; but we canuot 
obtain cane-sugar by this artificial procese, as the 
atoms wil! not arrange themself in the required 
order. Cane-sugsr crystallize) freadily, while 
grape-sugar does not, though two of the mole- 
cules of water may bv removed from the latter 
without altering ite general clamracter, making 
what is known as diy grape-su gar” (carbon 12, 
oxygen 12, hydrogen 24, atoms), Hence the 
crystallized sugar we buy is uetcwal ; the artificial 
being sold as sirup. 

If ea donate of lime be added t o the grape-sugar 
(sirup) it takes up the sulphuric acid; and the 
resulting combination may then be removed from 
the maas by the mechanical press of filtering. 

To make sugar sirup direct from Lignire re- 
quires the exercise of much mare chemical energy 
than in making it from starch ; though less costly, 
owing to the relative cheapness of the material 
used. It requires the use of « far greater pro- 
portion of sulphuric acid in the water, for which 
it has an affinity so intense that if Lignine be 
placed in the undiluted acid it parts with its 
water aud becomes a mere mass of (black) car- 
bon. The Lignine is steeped iu a strong solution 
of the acid, which is kept cool till the dextrine 
is formed, and then the process of boiling de- 
velops the sirup ftom the doxtrine. 

And herein lies the great danger of eating the 
sirup made from Lignine; especially to the ten- 
der constitutions of childxen, who use much

The 
other stuff isso perilous to human health that 
those who manufacture it, and those who know- 
ingly vend it, ought to be sent to the Peniten- 
tiary for life, as conspirators against the 
bodily welfare of society, And the evil is so 
great that no one shuld dare to take the risk 
of selling this sirup. Fortunately t is easy to 
bring it to the test. A small quantity of the 
muriate, or nitrate, of baryta, mixed with water, 
makes a clear solutiom If to this be addeds 
smal] quantity of sulpfauric acid, a white precip- 
itate is formed, whjch is insoluble in water.

The Grab law gave them only the 
State tax on the increase in the assessment over 
1868,—and the margin was a very small one, An 
‘increase in the assessment from 6478, 000, 000 in 
1868, to 61,841, 000, 000 in 1878, had for ite objeot 
no other purpose than to enable the State 
Auditor to levy on the people of the State gen- 
erally a tax of at least $1,000,000 annually to 
pay the interest on these bonds. In all the dis- 
cussions, the Springfield organs of the bond- 
holders reseated any reference to the Railroad- 
Grab law and accused Tun Taronz of an effort 
to prejudice the public mind by “ lugging in 
that law,” whtich they said had no tearing on the 
matter. Finally, when we took the Auditor's 
own certificates of the rate of taxation, and 
showed that, he had levied over $1,100,000 more 
tax than the statute allowed him to 
do, and demanded for what purpose 
the illegal and extraordinary levy was made, the 
Springfield organs were compelled to admit 
that the extra tax was levied upon the whole 
State to pay the interest on the railroad-aid 
bonds. Subsequently we learned by accident 
that the Auditor had certified a special tax upon 
all the towns and counties owing railroad-aid 
debts for the full amount of the interest on 
these bonds; and that this levy of special tax
